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Jail for men 
after night 
of rampage

A MAN who subjected mem¬ 
bers of the public to threats 
and violence during a “horrif¬ 
ic” evening rampage has been 
jailed. 

Thomas Lamb, 32, of no 
fixed abode, was jailed for 
eight years at Cambridge 
Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to a string of offences. 

The court was told that on 
December 16, 2016, Lamb 
was with co-defendant 
Albert Smith when, armed 
with a knife, he forced his way 
into a property on Six Mile 
Bottom Road in West Wratting 
and threatened the owner. 

The pair left empty handed 
and went next door where 
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they threatened the occupant 
with a Stanley knife, before 
hitting him over the head with 
a wine bottle. 

They drove off in their vic¬ 
tim’s Vauxhall Corsa. 

The pair went on to crash 
the Corsa on Weston Col¬ 
ville Road and tried to steal a 
Toyota before they were 
picked up in a Transit van, the 
court was told. 

Both men were later arrest¬ 
ed in Caxton, during which 
time Lamb spat at a police of¬ 
ficer. 

Lamb was charged with 
robbery, attempted robbery, 


aggravated taking a vehi¬ 
cle without consent, driving 
while disqualified and without 
insurance, actual bodily harm, 
possession of a bladed article, 
attempted theft of a vehicle 
and assaulting a police officer. 

He was jailed for a total of 
eight years and disqualified 
from driving for seven years 
and eight months. 

His accomplice, Smith, of 
Weirs Drove, Burwell, was 
jailed for 12 months after 
pleading guilty to robbery, at¬ 
tempted robbery, aggravated 
taking a vehicle without con¬ 
sent, driving without insur¬ 
ance, actual bodily harm, 
possession of a bladed article,

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Police team up 
for day-long op 


TWO men were arrested on 
suspicion of drug driving 
yesterday after a massive 
road policing operation in 
Haverhill. 

The aim of the day-long 
operation was to disrupt 
criminal activity, catch peo¬ 
ple committing driving of¬ 
fences and removing unsafe 
vehicles from the road. 

The mammoth multi¬ 
agency operation took place 
at Meadows car park in 
Ehringshausen Way and of¬ 
ficers conducted fuel tests, 
drug checks and vehicle ex¬ 
aminations, 

Sgt Julian Ditcham, from 
the roads policing unit who 
led the operation, said: 
“These proactive days of 
action are a great example 
of mulit-agency working, 
where partner agencies 
come together with the aim 
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of enforcement and educa¬ 
tion. 

“Our operation was in¬ 
tended to target individuals 
who use our country’s roads 
to commit crime and those 
who drive unsafe vehicles.” 

During the operation 
seven vehicles were seized 
because drivers had no in¬ 
surance or for licence of¬ 
fences, 11 vehicles were 
issued with immediate pro¬ 
hibitions by the Driver and 
Vehicle Standards Agency 
for no insurance or licence 
offences, three vehicles re¬ 
ceived delayed prohibitions 
under the proviso that de¬ 
fects were fixed as soon as 
possible and 19 advisory 


notes were handed out. 

In total, 36 various of¬ 
fences were committed in¬ 
cluding eight counts of driv¬ 
ing without insurance, nine 
cases of driving without an 
MOT, one count of driving 
with no licence, three reg¬ 
istration plate offences and 
four for not wearing a seat- 
belts. 

Officers from the Scor¬ 
pion teams, the local Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, spe¬ 
cialist operations, including 
Suffolk and Norfolk Roads 
Policing and Firearms Op¬ 
eration Unit, the dog unit, 
the multi-agency safeguard¬ 
ing hub and the drugs team 
partnered up with the Driv¬ 
er and Vehicle Standards 
Agency, HM Revenue and 
Customs fuel testing and 
Suffolk Roadsafe for the 
day.

Autism group in 
vow to continue 


HAVERHILL Autism Sup¬ 
port Group has vowed to 
carry on despite the closure 
of its support arm, Autism 
Suffolk. 

Autism Suffolk officially 
closed last Friday after los¬ 
ing its funding and failing to 
secure more money. 

Pat Hanlon, who will be 
in charge of the Haverhill 
group, said: “People with 
autism and especially high 
functioning autism have to 
fight for everything. 

“It’s a real shame but we’re 
still going. It not only affects 
the person but the whole 
family. 

“It’s like all the councils 
are just cutting, cutting, cut¬ 
ting, government is cutting 
their money. It’s all these 
vulnerable people who are 
losing out.” 

Autism Suffolk was re¬ 
sponsible for booking meet¬ 
ing spaces and arranging 
visiting speakers for the 
support network. 

It was originally set up by 
the National Autistic Society 
with funding from central 
government. Suffolk County 
Council then took on the full 
funding but gradually with- 
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drew its contribution from 
2014 and the organisation 
closed entirely last Friday. 

Helena Bateman, branch¬ 
es and community manager 
for the National Autistic So¬ 
ciety, said: “We know how 
much local families valued 
Autism Suffolk and how 
concerned people have 
been about alternative sup¬ 
port following its closure. 
So, we’re pleased to see that 
the Haverhill Autism Sup¬ 
port Group is continuing to 
meet and provide a point 
of contact for local families 
and carers. 

“We were very sorry to see 
Autism Suffolk close after 13 
years. 

“It’s fantastic to see fami¬ 
lies and local organisations 
mobilising to continue to 
provide support. We’d be 
very happy to talk to the 
Haverhill group to see if 
there was a useful way to 
link them into our charity’s 
network of volunteer-led 
branches and groups. 


“Our local branches al¬ 
ready work with many autis¬ 
tic children, adults and their 
families in the area.” 

The National Autistic So¬ 
ciety announced in 2016 it 
was keeping open the Au¬ 
tism Suffolk Facebook page 
in an attempt to minimise 
the impact of the closure 
with the help of Ispwich- 
based Suffolk Autism ser¬ 
vices. 

Mr Hanlon, who also 
serves as a town councillor 
for Haverhill, said the group 
would hopefully offer the 
parents and carers of chil¬ 
dren with autism a chance 
to support each other. 

He said: “We’re meeting to 
keep offering support. They 
are fighting for education, 
care and health plans, fight¬ 
ing to get that as a state¬ 
ment so they can go to spe¬ 
cial schools or main stream. 
They need that so they can 
get help in school.” 

The Haverhill autism 
group will meet at the Chex 
cafe in the Chalkstone Com¬ 
munity Centre every second 
Thursday of the month be¬ 
tween 12.30pm and 2.30pm 
starting from May 11.

A WOMAN had to be cut 
free by firefighters after a 
two-car crash in Haverhill 
on Monday.

The crash closed the 
road from 3.45pm until 
5.24pm.

John Burns and Tony 
Brown, both UKIP councillors 
serving on the town, borough 
and county council for Haver¬ 
hill, have chosen not to con¬ 
test their county council seats 
on May 4. 

Cllr Burns said his decision 
was for a number of reasons. 
He alleged there was a lack 
of respect for the people of 
Haverhill from the Suffolk 
County Council leadership, 
and also blamed cutbacks af¬ 
fecting vulnerable people, a 
lack of investment in Haverhill 
and West Suffolk, poor com¬ 
munication from the county 
council to elected members 
of the town on many subjects 
and personal work commit¬ 


ments. 

He also said there was a 
“lack of guts to stand up to the 
government and say ‘enough 
is enough’." He added: “I will 
be concentrating on my bor¬ 
ough and town councillor 
roles where both work very 
well with members and offic¬ 
ers and we can achieve a lot 
more locally.” 

Cllr Brown said that his 


business had suffered over 
his four years on the county 
council and that “something 
had to give”. 

He said: “It’s best for resi¬ 
dents for me not to stand. 
I’d rather be on borough and 
town councils as well as con¬ 
centrating what time I have 
got on them.” 

Cllr Brown, like Cllr Burns, 
also cited a desire to stay on 


borough and town councils 
because they are more locally 
driven. 

The loss of the two council¬ 
lors means only one Haverhill 
incumbent, Julian Flood, will 
stand again on May 4. Clare 
incumbent Mary Evans is also 
standing for re-election. 

In the Haverhill Cangle di¬ 
vision, which has two seats, 
Labour candidates are David

Smith and former Haverhill 
mayor Maureen Byrne; Liber¬ 
al Democrats Ken Rolph and 
Lewis Curtis; Conservatives 
Paula Fox and Quillon Fox and 
UKIP incumbent Julian Flood. 

In the Haverhill East and 
Kedington division candi¬ 
dates are Labour’s Jason Simp- 
kin; Liberal Democrat Oliver 
Finder, Conservative and 
current Haverill town mayor 
David Roach and UKIP’s An- 
thonyWilliams. 

There will be four can¬ 
didates for the Clare seat: 
Labour’s Robin Davies, in¬ 
cumbent Conservative Mary 
Evans; Liberal Democrat

A by-election for Haverhill 
Town Council (North) will not 
be needed after Liz Smith, for 
Labour, was the only candi¬ 
date.

Tenfold rise in 
child grooming 


THE number of cases of 
sexual grooming has risen 
tenfold in Suffolk over the 
last five years. 

Between 2012 and 2016 
there was a total of 53 re¬ 
corded cases of sexual 
grooming in the county, ris¬ 
ing from three in 2012 to 35 
in 2016, according to Home 
Office figures. 

Suffolk police have now 
been given new powers 
to tackle the rise. A new 
law, introduced on Mon¬ 
day, makes online groom¬ 
ing of anyone under 16 an 
offence, even before any 
meeting takes place. 

The NSPCC welcomed 
the new law as “victory 
for common sense” after 
lobbying the government 
through its ‘Flaw in the 
Law’ campaign. 

NSPCC chief executive 
Peter Wanless said: “The 
fustice Secretary has done 
the right thing. 

“This is a victory for the 
50,000 people who sup¬ 
ported the NSPCC’s Flaw 
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in the Law campaign. It is a 
victory for common sense. 

“Children should be as 
safe online as they are of¬ 
fline, wherever they are 
in the UK. This law will 
give police in England and 
Wales the powers they need 
to protect children from 
online grooming, and to 
intervene sooner to stop 
abuse before it starts.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
man said of the figures: 
“While this is a signifi¬ 
cant increase in offences, 
changes in legislation and 
National Crime Recording 
Standards are both likely to 
have impacted on this. We 
are now far more robust in 
what we record and how we 
record it. 

“The rise in internet us¬ 
age has in turn led to an in¬ 
crease in online crime. We 
continue to promote inter¬ 


net safety and also actively 
encourage people to report 
any offences to us and be¬ 
lieve there is increased pub¬ 
lic confidence in doing so. 

“Suffolk Police, along 
with our partner agencies, 
encourage all parents and 
guardians of children who 
use social media to fos¬ 
ter responsible use by the 
child, to raise awareness of 
the dangers and be aware of 
who their child is commu¬ 
nicating with.” 

Home Office figures for 
Suffolk reveal that the num¬ 
ber of people meeting a 
child after grooming was 
just three between April 
2011 and March 2012, for 
the same period in 2012- 

2013 there were five; 2013- 

2014 there were six; 2014- 

2015 there were four and 
2015-2016 recorded 35. 

Under the new offence of 
sexual communication with 
a child, groomers face up to 
two years in prison and will 
be automatically placed on 
the sex offenders register.

Sarah, from Haverhill, said: 
“We both worked in the past 
with people with learning dis¬ 
abilities. I ran a group like this 
one in the past. 

“A lot of people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities can’t read and 
you have to be able to, to join 
in songs and prayers. There’s 
also a lot of jargon which a lot 
of people can’t understand, I 
can’t sometimes, so we make 
it more straightforward and 
more relaxed than a tradi¬ 
tional church service. They 
can move around a bit more 
and make noise.” 

The monthly meeting will 
be run along the lines of a 
traditional church service 
and plans for the first session 
include a drama element, 
where people can act out a 
Bible story, there will also be 


songs and a time for people 
to share their own stories and 
difficulties. 

The volunteer-run project 
is aiming to provide lots of 
different activities with sing¬ 
ing, crafts, Bible stories, pray¬ 
ing, drama, friendship build¬ 
ing and refreshment breaks 
all planned for future meet¬ 
ings. 

The group is also open to 
parents and carers but they 
are not required to stay and 
members do not need to be 
part of a church to attend. 

The group is entirely free 
and will meet on the second 
Wednesday of every month 
between 7.30pm and 9pm at 
the Methodist Church Hall 
in Camps Road, opposite the 
recreation ground.

A SUSPECTED 
hacker who alleg¬ 
edly gained access 
to some of Ameri¬ 
ca’s most sensitive 
websites has said 
he would ‘rather die’ 
than be extradited. 

Lauri Love, 31, 
pictured above, is 
appealing against 
an extradition order 
to face trial in the US 
for allegedly hack¬ 
ing into the FBI, the 
US central bank and 
NASA. 

Mr Love, who 
has Asperger’s Syn¬ 
drome and lives at 
Stradishall, said: “If 
there are no other 
options and it is a 
choice between be¬ 
ing subject to the US 
justice system and 
being turned into an 
example or deter¬ 
rent or choosing to 
end my own life as 
an alternative then 
I do reserve the right 
to do so.” 

He has previously 
said that he feared 
he would die in a US 
prison as it would be 
“very hard for me to 
imagine not being 
able to access infor¬ 
mation using com¬ 
puters”. 

Mr Love com¬ 
pared the loss of 
technology in his 
life to a condition 
that would limit his 
very existence. He 
said: “It would be 
like losing my sight 
if I was locked away 
from technology 
and only able to use 
a telephone to call 
my family once a 


week. 

“It is very hard for 
me to imagine not 
being able to access 
information using 
computers - that’s 
the way I have inter¬ 
faced with the world 
since I was able to.” 

Mr Love, who was 
first arrested at his 
home in 2013, said 
he would work with 
intelligence agen¬ 
cies to highlight 
“vulnerabilities” in 
their systems. 

Mr Love said if the 
US authorities were 
interested in “ac¬ 
tionable intelligence 
or vulnerabilities” 
then “I would want 
to work with them”. 

He said the Pen¬ 
tagon currently of¬ 
fered “bounties” to 
approved US citi¬ 
zens to find vulner¬ 
abilities. 

Lawyers for Mr 
Love said his men¬ 
tal health problems 
meant he should not 
be sent abroad, but 
US prosecutors said 
that was an excuse 
to escape justice. 

He had computer 
equipment seized 
by British police, 
but the UK investi¬ 
gation into him was 
dropped. 

Home Secretary 
Amber Rudd has 
signed an order for 
the extradition pro¬ 
cess to continue. 

An appeal against 
his extradition is ex¬ 
pected to be heard 
at the High Court 
at a date to be con¬ 
firmed.

Two homes flooded and 
hundreds without water

HUNDREDS of homes were left 
without water after a mains pipe 
burst last Friday morning. 

The supply to 700 properties was 
cut off after water started gushing 
out of the main in Haverhill at 4am, 
flooding two homes in Cambridge 
Way 

Clare Reeves, who lives next to 
the flooded homes, said: “Water was 
gushing out at hundreds of litres per 
second. We were lucky we weren’t 
flooded too. 

“I am very lucky I wasn’t one of 
the flooded ones. My heart goes 
out to our neighbours who woke up 
to a couple of feet of water in their 
homes and now have to rip up their 
carpets and floors.” 

Anglian Water told the News con¬ 
tract cleaners had been sent to as¬ 
sess the damage and a clean-up was 
under way at the two affected prop¬ 
erties. 

Clare said she was left without wa¬ 
ter for 28 hours while repairs were 
carried out. 


“We could have been better assist¬ 
ed in getting our water supply back 
on, it’s been such a long time,” she 
added. 

An Anglian Water spokesman said: 
“Unfortunately we can only apolo¬ 
gise, we had a burst main affecting 
700 properties in the area.” 

The spokesman added that by 
9.10am only 18 properties were still 
waiting for their water supply to be 


restored and emergency plans were 
put in place to reconnect them as 
quickly as possible. 

An overland temporary water 
main was fitted to reconnect the 
homes and by 7.15pm every house¬ 
hold had their water restored. 

However, Clare said she was only 
reconnected at about 8am on Satur¬ 
day. 

She said: “We couldn’t shower. We 


couldn’t even flush our toilets. 

“Some of the workmen were really 
nice and worked hard - just wish we 
had been better informed really, but 
I suppose they were just doing their 
best.” 

Anglian Water confirmed that a 
plumber had been sent to Clare’s 
home on Saturday to fix the problem 
and that she had been reconnected 
to the mains water supply.

Creative haven: 
Schist Villages in 
the Serra da Lousa 
in central Portugal

discovers Portugal's 
hidden creative side 
far from the tourist traps 


T HE breathtaking Palacio da 
Lousa has not always been a 
boutique hotel, but it has a 
long history of dealing with 
unexpected guests. 

Back in March 1811, the Marechal 
Messena, commander of the 
Napoleonic troops, was looking 
forward to a fine dinner at the 
manor in Lousa. 

But he suffered a sudden loss of 
appetite after hearing of the Lrench 
army's defeat by the combined 
English and Portuguese forces at the 
Battle of Foz de Arouce. 

Forget the food. He promptly fled. 
The Duke of Wellington, the 
winner in the fight, rode into Lousa 
and sat down to enjoy his van¬ 
quished foe's meal. 

It is a tale that's still fondly 
recounted at the Palacio. It doesn't 
take an army to secure a reservation 
in its dining hall nowadays, a phone 
call will generally do. 

While there, it is worth tearing 
your eyes away from the food, 
though, to enjoy the splendour of 
the surroundings of the 18th century 
building, the former home of the 
Viscondessa do Espinhal, a famous 
benefactress of the town. 

In the evening, when the mercury 
has been hitting 30°C, the lure of the 
terrace outside, with its views of the 
hotel's terraced gardens and the 
mountains beyond, is hard to resist, 


especially with a glass of one of the 
many fine, locally produced wines 
in hand. 

It is in those mountains that 
tourists can find a very different type 
of accommodation. Lousa serves as 
gateway to the 26 Schist Villages. 
These micro-communities date back 
to the 16th century and are named 
after the stone the houses and 
pathways are built from. 

They cluster in the Serra above 
Lousa and were originally homes for 
the poorer people of the region, who 
relied on the natural grazing there 
for their livestock. 

It was a hard life, isolated and 
lacking in amenities. By the middle 
of the last century, the younger 
generations were abandoning the 
villages in favour of the modern 
comforts and better job prospects 
elsewhere. 

Ironically, it was isolation that 
brought people back to the Schist 
Villages in the 1960s, as hippies 
looked for somewhere they could 
drop off the map. Since the late 
1980s and early 1990s, there has 
been a concerted effort to bring life 
back to these ghost villages, to 
repair the crumbling homes using 
traditional techniques, and to 
rehabilitate the communities. 

They have become a network 
where tourists seeking an alterna¬ 
tive to swimming pools and sun

loungers can come and stay, cosying 
into the rebuilt houses, now fully 
supplied with electricity and 
internet connections. 

Surrounded by nature, the villages 
offer countless opportunities for 
hiking, mountain biking or trail 
running through the Serra, rafting or 
canoeing on the rivers, even 
paragliding from the highest peaks. 

In the villages large enough to 
support a store, local crafts and 
produce are sold, including dark 
honey and Talasnicos, a type of cake 
peculiar to the region made from 
chestnuts, almonds and honey. 

The international artistic commu¬ 
nity discovered the appeal of the 
Schists far earlier than adventurous 
holidaymakers. Kerstin Thomas, a 
German student attending the 
University of Coimbra in Central 
Portugal, came to the village of 
Cerdeira back in 1988. A wood 
carver, she was looking for some¬ 
where to practise her art, but also 
wanted to save the buildings she 
found before they crumbled. 

Only intending to stay for a short 
while, she has instead spent a 
lifetime at Cerdeira. For the past 11 
years she has run the Elementos A 
Solta (Art Meets Nature) - a four-day 
programme of courses, workshops 
and demonstrations that takes over 
the whole village, and attracts 
around 1,000 visitors. The festival is

kept deliberately intimate to suit 
the surroundings. 

Even outside this weekend of 
concentrated creativity, there are 
opportunities to visit and learn 
from guest artists in residence. A 
Japanese master ceramicist has 
even built his own kiln there so he 
can come back to give classes. 

Grouped together with the Schist 
Villages are central Portugal's other 
great secret, the praias fluviais 
(river beaches). With the coast an 
hour's drive away, they are a 
delightful alternative place to cool 
down on a searing hot day. 

They range from watering holes 
that are literally off a beaten track, 
with nothing more than a rope tied 
to a tree byway of an amenity, to 
large stretches of river complete 


with changing rooms, space for 
water sports and even lifeguards. 

One to seek out is the River Beach 
that lies beneath the ancient 
ramparts of the Castelo da Lousa. 
The crystal-clear waters are 
overlooked by the Restaurante O 
Burgo, definitely worth booking a 
table at to enjoy food prepared 
using the bounty of the region, 
including wild boar, rabbit, deer 
and old goat marinated in red wine. 

This is an area of Portugal rich in 
history, heritage, arts and culture. 

The crowds head for the beaches, 
yacht marinas, golf courses, villas 
and bars of the Algarve - and that's 
fine if that's your thing. 

Tell you what, let's keep the 
hidden Portugal secret a while 
longer. I won't tell if you don't...

Brexit deal must 
avoid ferry port 
chaos - says RHA 

AS THE Prime Minister triggers 
Article 50, Richard Burnett, chief 
executive of the Road Haulage 
Association, has made a plea 
for the needs of the trucking 
industry to be centre stage in 
Brexit negotiations. 

"The trucking industry is the 
lifeblood of the UK economy. 

We literally deliver our 
economy, with 85 per cent of 
everything we eat, drink, wear or 
build with travelling by truck. 

"For the good of the UK 
economy the Government 
must achieve a Brexit outcome 
that guarantees frictionless 
movements through ports 
and across borders, a level 
playing field for UK truckers to 
compete with those based on 
the continent, and a continuing 
ability to recruit foreign drivers. 

"Our ferry ports, and the 
border in Ireland, need to have 
arrangements that allow trucks 
to move freely away from border 
areas. Simply using current 
customs practices and applying 
them to UK/EU traffic risks 
delays of biblical proportions 
which would strangle growth 
and hurt the entire economy. 

We risk the chaos of Operation 
Stack becoming the norm 
and being replicated on the 
approach to every ferry port in 
Britain." 

Mr Burnett added: "The 
Government and Customs need 
to appreciate the scale of the 
problem. They need to work 
with creativity, with industry 
partners and with authorities in 
the EU to ensure we maintain 
our border effectively while 
allowing trade to move freely. 

Leaving the EU poses a 
significant risk to supply chains 
that deal with exports and 
imports by road if new customs 
controls are inappropriately 
imposed at border points. 

The RHA has three priorities 
that need to become the 
Government's priorities during 
negotiations: 

• Seamless customs through 
ports and borders (so that 
supply chains have a high level 
of reliability). 

• Unimpeded access for 
international road haulage 
operators in the UK and the EU 
(that is full access for UK and 
EU road operators transporting 
goods to, from and through the 
UK and the EU). 

• A system that allows lorry 
drivers to be recruited from 
outside the UK (including 
retaining current drivers from 
the EU, which we estimate to 
number 60,000).

Cowling: Defensive errors to 
blame for defeat to Jockeys 


BEN Cowling said defensive errors 
were mostly to blame as Haverhill 
Rovers suffered a 5-3 defeat at New¬ 
market Town in the Thurlow Nunn 
League, Premier Division. 

Rovers made a bright start but Aus¬ 
ten Diaper put the Jockeys in front 
after 18 minutes when he headed 
home Jamie Thurlbourne’s cross. 

But the visitors responded well 
and drew level with a goal from Ra¬ 
fael Wozniak, his first for the club, 
after good work by Jordan Palmer. 

Rovers thought they had gone 
ahead moments later when Ben 
Bradley shrugged off a foul and 
fired home, but the referee’s whistle 
had gone and he awarded Rovers a

free kick which came to nothing. 

Newmarket then went 2-1 up on 
30 minutes when Deakin Napier 
scored with a header following a 
free kick. 

Luke Haines gave Rovers hope 
just before half time when he 
scored from outside the penalty 
area, and only some good saves 
from the Newmarket keeper pre¬ 
vented the visitors from taking the 
lead as Haines and Palmer both 
threatened to score. 

However, it took just 60 seconds 
of the second half for Newmarket 
to extend their lead, Thurlbourne 


rifling the ball home from 30 yards. 

The hosts extended their lead 
in controversial circumstances 
when the referee waved play on af¬ 
ter what appeared to be a foul on 
Bradley. Haverhill players expected 
a free kick but Diaper went on to 
score and make it 5-2. 

Rovers’ Owen Longley had a goal 
ruled out for offside 20 minutes 
from time but the visitors did man¬ 
age to pull a goal back five minutes 
from time when Bradley curled the 
ball home from 25 yards. 

Manager Cowling said: “It was an 
excellent game. On Newmarket’s 
3G pitch both sides were able to get 
the ball down and play football in 


the right way. 

“It was some of the best football 
we’ve played for a long time. But 
ultimately we didn’t defend well 
enough. We conceded five goals 
and if you score three away from 
home you expect to get something 
from the game. 

“The pleasing thing was the way 
we played. After we went 5-2 down 
we didn’t let our heads drop and got 
a goal back.” 

Haverhill Borough kept up their 
title challenge in the Thurlow Nunn 
League, Lirst Division with a 2-0 
win at home to Diss Town. 

After a goalless first half, Craig 
Pruden header Boro in front in the 


50th minute. Ryan Swallow doubled 
the lead fewer than 10 minutes later, 
and that was how it stayed until the 
final whistle. 

Boro now trail leaders Stowmar- 
ket by one point having one played 
one game more.
